What Price-And What Worth -Surveys? 


“Evidently the public is considerably disturbed without 
having the courage to show its feeling. Somebody is going 
to get into this job some day and find there is something in 
Andover besides highways, memorials, fire departments and 
police, that would be better for investigation and re- 
organization.”’ 


Our very wonthy no-punch-pulling predecessor as Towns- 
man editor, John N. Cole,,was very much disturbed in the 
Spring of 1921 about the schools’ rapidly increasing budget. 
In those days it had gone way up around $110,000. 


Wages were increasing, prices were increasing, other 
things were going up in those days following what they then 
called “the great war.” A few months after Mr. Cole wrote 
the above remarks, everything was going down again. 


We have much the same situation today, and again we 
have an ever-growing public consciousness of the necessity 
of lowering school costs. The previous editor was disturbed at 
a growing tendency toward the government’s taking over 
some of the responsibilities of parents, dental care, free 
lunches, nail filing, etc. Today we’re still disturbed about the 
costs, which are more than double what they were twenty-five 
years ago, but today we don’t know yet what specifically to 
get disturbed at. 


The school committee has been investigating the cost of 
a survey. During the past week an educator from Harvard 
estimated that “something around $5,000” would be needed 
to make a survey, a really comprehensive one. The school de- 
partment was also going to inquire from Boston University. 

There’s another editor down in Lisbon, Maine, by the 
name of John Gould, better known as the author of “The 
Farmer Takes a Wife.” John was a bit disturbed in his issue 
of the Lisbon Enterprise a week ago. It seems that down 
there the school department had a survey made by Boston 
University’s Dr. Blair. He even quoted a writer named W. 
Shakespeare who, in “Hamlet,” wrote, “It needs no ghost 
come from the grave to tell us this.” Mr. Gould paraphrased 
it, but substituted for the ghost a professor from Boston 
University. 

The Lisbon editor’s development of his thoughts on this 
survey are worthy of repetition here: 

“The Enterprise, we believe, was the first. outspoken 
voice to recommend a survey of Lisbon school needs, and we 
had a fairly definite end in view—to find out what in blazes 
Lisbon really needs for schools. We had no great need, we 
felt, to find out what we have for schools. If we don’t know 
that already, it’s too bad about us. Now that the school de- 
partment has played around, and has indulged its fancy in 
this respect, we would like to point out that Lisbon still 
needs a survey, and needs it very much, and in addition to 
the survey of school needs, we think probably we will 
shortly be in need of a survey of our surveys. What this town 
needs, in regard to schools, is to get rid of a lot of notions, 
and knuckle down to some real work. Of course, we've said 
as much before, but the folks who know so much more than 
we do have been too busy proving they are wrong to pay any 
attention to us. For our part, we are sorry they have gone 
to so much trouble, because as the old gag runs, they don’t 
have to prove it, we admit it.” 


_ We're a little afraid of what we might get if a survey 
1s made by Harvard University or by Boston University. 
What we want is not so much a survey by men right in the 
field of education as by a cross-section group of persons, some 
of them educators, some of them parents, some of them busi- 
nessmen, We want in some way to find out. what we are get- 
ting now for the dollars that we are spending for education. 
We want to find out if we can spend less and get more. And 
when We say get more, we’re interested not so much in adding 
things to the curriculum or to the extra-curriculum, but we’re 


interested in fitting our youngsters for life in every possible 
Way. 
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Possibly Andover’s schools and what they provide our 
youngsters are just as good as other schools. Andover wants 
them a great deal better. Possibly Andover’s schools are just 
as “up-to-date” as other schools; possibly the things that are 
up-to-date” aren’t the things that are best for our children. 
Possibly the emphasis is on the wrong 'things. Life has been 
made fairly easy for our school children these days, but adult 
life is no easier and the present-day temptations that under- 
mine character are more prevalent. These young people are 
going out into a world where they’ll need to know something 
of self-discipline, where they will have to realize that all 
things don’t come on a silver platter. The time to train them 
for adulthood is in school. 


We still feel that Andover has enough citizens with 
brains enough and courage enough to look into our school 
system very carefully and to make some very worthwhile, 
practical suggestions. Let’s have some action now so that 
we'll have some time to do something about it before next 
town meeting. Why doesn’t the school committee ask the 
finance committee for some suggestions in this matter? Let’s 
not keep on putting this thing off month after month. We 
don’t want a $275,000 budget next year, one which we’ll just 
have to appropriate because nobody knows where we can cut. 


Better Public Relations 


Our editorial of last week on public relations has had 
some very fruitful results. Chairman Hardy of the selectmen 
came to us and offered his cooperation in every possible way, 
short of our attending the Board meetings, which would be 
very boring anyway. We agreed with Mr. Hardy to have a 
press conference with him once a week, at which he will tell 
us what has been going on in the various departments and at 
which we will feel to ask any questions or question any ac- 
tions. We are planning to try to meet the chairman every 
Wednesday morning. If any readers have any subjects they 
would like looked into, or any questions that they would like 
answered, we would be glad to hear them some time before 
Wednesday morning. 

The school committee chairman, Mr. Lewis, has always 
been very cooperative for years in bringing in his report the 
morning after meetings. Mr. Sherman has also told us that 
he would be very glad to cooperate in any way in giving the 
public more of the necessary information, : 

A year ago the Board of Public Works, in answer to a 
request from us, instructed the secretary to impart to us each 
week the minutes of the meeting of that week. Mr. Caldwell 
has taken care of that very nicely, and we have always felt 
free to ask him or Mr. White any questions. If we feel it is 
necessary to consult with the whole board at any time, we 
shall do so, having been ‘assured earlier this year that we were 
welcome at any time. 

In all this talk about publicity we’re not so much inter- 
ested in what our readers would find entertaining reading as 
in what is good for the Town of Andover. Sometimes what 
so-and-so says at a meeting isn’t too important. Who makes 
what motion and who seconds it doesn’t matter too much. 
What is important to us is to see the workers in the Depart- 
ment of Public Works doing a good job and to see our chil- 
dren getting a good common-sense education. If these aims 
are achieved, it’s the kind of proof we like that everything 
in the town boards is being well-handled.

Medical Center Deetribed 
In Series of Educational Talks 


The Educational committee spon- 
sored its last in a series of informa- 
tive meetings regarding the Child- 
ren’s Hospital Medical Center plan 
Thursday morning at the home of 
Mrs. Clarence S. Waugh on William 
street. Dr. Charles H. Hollis des- 
cribed the program and coffee was 
served. 

Pourers were: Mrs. John T. 
Patal, Mrs. James L. Dean Mrs. 
ueslie S. Jolliffe. 

At a recent coffee party at the 
ome of Mrs. M. Lawrence Shields 
of 48 Central street, Dr. Hollis 
discussed the Children’s hospital 
from the point of view of the prac- 
ticing physician. He stressed the 
inportance to a community such 
as ours of the “insurance” on child 
health proved by such an ‘institu- 
tion within easy reach, specializing 
in the latest methods in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of children’s 
diseases. 

He emphasized the direct benefit 
of the hospital to our families and 
cited instances from his own cases 
in which the facilities of the Chil- 
dren’s hospital have been indispen- 
sable. Many of these cases, he 
pointed out, were treated at no 
cost or at nominal cost to the 
patients’ families. 

As further evidence of the value 
of this institution to us, he dis- 
cussed a few of its achievements 
in recent years in medical research 
and in the advancement of the 
treatment of pediatric diseases in 
contagion, blood diseases, intes- 
tinal diseases and in the fields of 
brain and heart surgery. 

In discussing the proposed im- 
provements and enlargement of the 
Children’s Hospital, particular em- 
phasis was laid on the improvement 
of facilities for teaching, research, 
laboratories and diagnostic tech- 
niques, and on the establishment 
of new departments, including a 
neurological iastitute, a depart- 
inent of child health or preventive 
medicine, a devartment devoted to 
the study and management of men- 
tal and psychiatric disorders in 

children, and a section which will 
concern itself with the problems 
o. the hitherto “forgotten” group, 
the adolescents. These facilities 
will be readily available through- 


out the New Hngland area through 
definite relationships with key 
hospitals with which it is planned 
to effect exchanges of nurses, doe. 
tors, and other personnel. 


Like any worthwhile improve. 
ment, this ambitious plan will be 
costiy. _But in so supporting the 
advancement of medical science, 
credit will rebound to the entire 
New England community, and 
benefits will accrue to other hospi.

In Air Mail Volume 


Since air mail rates were reduced 
nearly six months ago, thousands 
of business concerns all over the 
nation have ordered that a substan- 
tial part of their mail volume daily 
shall go by air. To meet this great 
expanse in air mails, all of the air- 
lines have expanded their services 
to provide larger planes, additional] 
routes and extra flights. 

Since air mail letters may be de- 
posited in any street letter box, 
letter box collections must be 
segregated to remove air mail from 
ordinary letters. Wiuile ordinary 
stamps to the value of 5 cents per 
ounce, or air mail stamps may be 
utilized, it has been found by postal 
officials that the use of the distinc- 
tive red, white and blue air mail 
envelopes provide the postal clerks 
with the quickest identity of air 
mail letters in these collections. 
The uniform quality and size of 
these envelopes likewise contribute 
to their rapid handling, cancella- 
tion and dispatch to flights. 

In order to encourage their 
greater use, the Post Office Depart- 
ment has supplied the local post- 
office with a substantial quantity of 
such distinctive air mail envelopes 
which may be sold to the public at 
extremely low cost. Since the air 
mail postage stamp is already em- 
bossed on the envelope they offer a 
real convenience to keep at home 
or in the office. 

Postmaster Stephen A. Boland 
reports that he has a sizeable quan 
tity of both No. 13 correspondence 
size and No. 8 legal size air mail 
envelopes on hand and solicits their 
use by the public in the interest of 
identifying and moving air mails 
faster.

Dr. Pfatteicher Comments Upon “The 
Beggar’s Opera” Coming This Week-end 


In view of the impending per- 
formance of ‘‘The Beggar’s Opera” 
in the meeting room of Phillips 
academy this Friday and Saturday 
evenings, April 18 and 19, a word 
of comment on the work may be 
in order. In the first place, it 
should be stressed that the work 
is a yery important document in 
the history of music. There can 
be no doubt that there was much 
ridiculous artificiality in the preva- 
lent Italian opera of Handel's day, 
including the plots of Handel's 
own operas. The ‘“‘Beggar’s Opera” 
Was an attempt to expose this arti- 
ficiality by a return to realism and 
also to satirize the conduct of 
court society. The London of the 
first half of the eighteenth century 
was far from a haven of morality. 
Vice penetrated both high and 
low circles, and the satire of the 
opera is directed against both the 
upper and the lower crust, against 
the mighty minister Walpole, and 
against the infamous Jonathan 
Wilde, known as ‘“‘the famous 
thief-catcher,’"’ while himself the 
master of a band of thieves, who 
only hanged his dangerous and 
non-remunerative assistants, and 
pocketed the legal state fee of £40 
for the apprehension of arch 
criminals. 

His counter-part in the opera is 
Mr. Peachum, who also represents 
Walpole, while his confrere in the 


opera, Lockitt, represents Town- 
send. Macheath, the hero of the 
opera, represents Wilde’s. best 


henchman, Blueskin, whom Wilde 
finally had apprehended, but who 
cut Wilde’s throat with his pen- 
knife and had the pleasure of see- 
ing Wilde hanged. Macheath 
brings to mind reminiscences of 
Robin Hood.

The Andover chapter of the 
American Red Cross will act as 
liaison between the community 
and the Department of Public 
Health, arranging the clinic for 
the bloodmobile, furnishing non- 
technical assistance and equip- 
ment, recruiting and enrolling suf- 
ficient donors for the program.

| The School committee will hold 
a meeting on Monday evening to

“T have read with considerable 
disgust a one sided editorial in 
another paper regarding the ac- 
tion of the Selectmen of Andover 
concerning the closed door policy 
they have assumed regarding their 
meetings, I for one am heartily in 
favor of continuing this policy. 
Having been a newspaper reporter 
myself I am fully aware of what 
might. happen to the feeliings of 
many people who by chance or cir- 
cumstance should be the gubject 
of consideration at a selectman’s 
session.

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Labor Arbitrator Conducts Seminar 
On Pending Labor Legislation 


Saul Wallen, formerly connected 
with the New York State and U. S. 
Department of Labor and now en- 
gaged in private arbitration of 
labor disputes, conducted a semi- 
nar meeting on “Pending Labor 
Legislation” at the Memorial Hall 
library Monday evening in which 
he elucidated come of the miscon- 
ceptions held by the general public 
regarding unions and their relation 
to society and management. 


“Our economy needs labor unions 
as a balance wheel to keep the 
system in good health,” he gaid, 
“and they are a permanent factor 
in the American scene.” 

He stated, however, that govern 
ment has sponsored the creation 
and growth of labor unions to the 
point where some unions are in- 
dulging in excesses as bad as those 
attributed to management before 
the Wagner Act. Where formerly, 
after World War 1, they were con- 
cerned primarily with the problem 
of recognition, he continued, 
Unions are now concerned with the 
divisions of the pie or profits. 

In discussing the so-called Senate 
Omnibus bill, he ventured the opin- 
ion that the bill might possibly be 


the result of a political faction in- 
tent on discrediting or embarassing 
the president and the Democratic 
party. According to his views, there 
are some wise provisions in the 
bill but also some which he con- 
siders unwise. There has not been 
a real attempt to combine reason 
and fairness and his experience in- 
dicates that there are provisions 
in the bill to which eyen manage- 
ment is opposed. 

Wallen’s fluent and powerful 
speech, was followed by a general 
discussion with the audience ask- 
ing the questions and Mr. Wallen 
providing ready answers. 

A graduate of New York Univer- 
sity, Mr. Wallen was once chairman 
of the New England Regional War 
Labor Board and is much in de- 
mand as a lecturer on the subject 
of current labor problems. Arrange- 
ments for his appearance in An- 
dover were made by Miss Miriam 
Putnam.

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SCIENTIFIC BEDFELLOWS 
It’s not making the front pages, 
but significant hearings are being 
; held before the house interstate and 
oreign commerce committee for 
establishment of a national science 
foundation. In view of frantic atom- 
ic experiments abroad, these are 
important. 
Originator of the science-founda- 
tion idea (providing federal funds’ 
for research) was West Virginia’s 
able senator, Harley Kilgore. His 
bill, which set up a board of nine 
men appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the senate, was 
backed by the White House and 
many scientists. Key to the Kilgore 
bill was the provision that all dis- 
Qi RaWenies made through the use of 
federal funds be made available to 

the public. 

However, the bill now before the 
house interstate and foreign com- 
merce committee, introduced by 
reactionary Congressman Wilbur 
Mills of Arkansas, is carefully 
angled in another direction. 


It provides that a board of 48 
$1-a-year men from private 
business shall administer the 
funds allocated to the national 
science foundation. And most 
significant is the fact that the 
Mills bill provides no , safe- 
guards to prevent assigning pat- 
ents and processes to the big 
business groups which these $1- 
a-year men represent. 
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Kilgore’s bill was passed by the 
renate last year, despite the open 
»ypposition of the National Associa- 
‘ton of Manufacturers, which wanted 
‘fg members to profit from govern- 
nent-endowed research. 

However, the NAM did succeed 
n bottling up the Kilgore bill in the 
house and now is trying to substi- 
wute the big business-authored Mills 
bill in its stead.

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Subsistence Windfalls 

The New England veteran 
taking on-the-job training should 
not regard any overpayment in his 
subsistence allowance as a wind- 
fall, because there’s always a day 
of reckoning. 

Overpayments usually occur 
when the training status of the 
trainee is interrupted without the 
VA’s knowledge. Sometimes the 
training establishment fails to dis- 
charge its responsibility of notify- 
ing the VA, or on other occasions 
the ex-trainee, either through 
oversight or “just hoping for the 
best,’ continues to accept un- 
earned monthly allowances with- 
out protest. Training officers often 
are unable to maintain sufficiently 
close contact with trainees to be 
immediately aware of training dis- 
continuances. 

The disadvantage to the trainee 
in the matter of overpayments is 
that he is required to refund all 
money to which he is not entitled. 
He either can pay it back from 
personal funds or allow small 
sums to be deducted monthly from 
future benefits to which he may be 
entitled. In any event, until the 
money is repaid it will remain a 
legal debt to the federal govern- 
ment. The simplest and least 
troublesome answer for the trainee 
is to return any overpayment im- 
mediately.

Do not be in too big a rush to 


convert your National Service Life 
Insurance. Wait until you know 
just where you stand financially. 
In many cases, it may be better to 
convert a part of it at a time, leay- 
ing the balance as term insurance. 


Among these veterans who have 
held on to their GI insurance or 
who have reinstated it since leay- 
ing the service, there is a great 
deal of misunderstanding as to 
what types of policies are avail- 
able to them. 


In the first place, a term insur- 


ance policy (the kind you had in 
service) may be converted to a 
permanent plan either as of the 
current month or back to the 
original date of issue. If you con- 
vert back to the original date of 
issue, the current premiums would 
be slightly lower but you would 
have to deposit a sum large 
enough to equal the reserve of 
such a policy. In other words, if 
you had a 20-payment life policy 
for three years, it would have a 
certain cash value. If at this time 
you converted a term policy to a 
20-payment life policy three years 
old, you would have to provide 
that fund to bring such a policy 
up to date. 

An optional plan is to convert 
your term insurance at the pres- 
ent age, and if you have excess

If your milk doesn’t seem as rich 
these days, don’t blame it all on the 
dairyman. It may be her living 
quarters. Maybe Old Bess doesn’t 
like her lay-out. A cow has ideas 
about her apartment.
